INTERESTING DISCOVERY AT 
GORTEEN. 


A discovery, which is believed to he of 
creat a ical value, has been made at 
Gorteen, a wnland near the Leath: 
Monaghan border, ut six miles from Dun. 
dalk, When pl ing on the lands of Mr. 
Fleming,.a workman turned up two earthen: 
ware urns, containing large calcined bones. 
The urns, which were damaged by the plough 
hefore being discovered, are ornamented with 
two courses of rope moulding. They are be 
lieved to date back considerably more than 
two thousand years, and to be relics of the 
time many hundreds of years before Christ 
when urn burial was common in Ireland. The 
urns and bones are being preserved.

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FLINT-KNAPPING. 


AN INDUSTRY OF 
THE STONE AGE. 


THE LAST CRAFTSMAN. 


ey en 


(By M. BROWNE-CLAYTON.) 


EADING in the papers a short time 
ago of the death of Mr. Frederick 
Edwards, one of the last hulf-dozen flint- 
knappers in existence, whose family has 
been in the trade for two hundred years, 
I was reminded that this industry claims 
to be the oldest in the world. It 
was even flourishing as recently as a 
hundred years ago, but it is now dying 
a slow, and not altogether regrettable, 
death. 
It is in the village of Brandon, on the 
borders of Suffolk and Norfolk, that the 


remains of this one-time important 
industry still exist. It is interesting not 
only for the skill and workmanship 


demanded, but also through the know- 
ledge that this industry has remained 
virtually unchanged by the passage of the 
centuries. The process of making a flint 
for the tip of an arrow in the stone age 
was the same as that employed in a 
flint-lock gun, and even the tools used 
are almost identical. so 

Ling Heath near Brandon, a common 
of about a hundred and. sixty acres, 3s 
ihe scene of the flint digging. Here a 
man wishing to dig is made to pay a 
eroundage for every “ jag,” or cartload 
of flints, which he manages to extricate. 
This charge is paid to the Jessee, who in 
his turn has rented the land from the 
owner of one of the neighbouring estates. 
Having settled about the groundage 
charge, the man starts work by digging 
a shaft, from thirty to seventy feet in 
depth, bringing up the flints, as he finds 
them, on his head. As soon as he has 
collected a ‘‘ jag’’ he sells it to the local 


hnappers. 
FOUR PROCESSES. 


There are four processes in the manu- 


facture of a flint—drying, quartering, 
flaking and knapping. The first is 
naturally of a simple nature, as the 


flints have only to be dried” before a fire 
to evaporate all moisture. It is this 
drving method, however, that is +o 
injurious to the health of the workers. 
In the other processes dust and other 
particles, due to the dryness if the flint, 
vet mingled in the air, and are inhaled, 
hecoming the cause of many Jung and 
chest diseases. 

The next process, that of quarterinz. 
demands a certain amount of skill. The 
awkwardly- shaped flint has to be held 
between the workman’s knees so as to 
bring a flat part into position for 
quartering, After a little light tapping, 
he deals it a final blow, civen from the 
elbow, which breaks the flint, leaving an 
almost square edge from which to bevin 
flaking. When the block is finished it 
resembles somewhat a pyramid, having a 
number of flat surfaces narrowing to a 
pointed top. 

The worker then begins the ‘flaking,’ 
a task that requires considerable skill. 
he first flakes, which co by the name of 


, 


“ghives,” are worthless, on account of 
their white coating, When these are 


removed the real work begins, and flake 
after flake comes off. under the even strokes 
of the hammeg on the chisel. Everv one

even edge. Something of the fascination 
of the work is felt as one watches the 


quick, deft movements of the workman. 
THE AGE OF DECLINE. 


The final proceeding—knapping, after 
which the whole industry is named— 
consists in the actual making of the flints 
irom the flakes. The knapper takes the 
flint in his left hand, resting it on a 
small iron bar; and in his right -hand 
the slender knapping hammer, with which 
he taps the flake, cutting it transversely 
into sizes required for gun-flints, and 
irimming the edges. So well trained has 
bis eye become to the various shapes and 
sizes of the flakes that the knapper can 
tell at a glance which of the four kinds 
of flint now used it will make. The 
hammer taps continuously ,with a quick 
movement of*the wrist, on the wooden or 
iron bench, not pausing even while the 
workman takes a fresh Make. An expert 
knapper can finish two thousand gun- 
fiints in a day. It seems incredible that, 
skilled as this work appears, it is nothing 
to the delicate workmanship of: the 
Neolithic age, when the knapper had to 
produce fish-hooks, needles. and other 
intricate tools and weapons. 

The circular shafts, known as Grime's 
Graves, and the remains of old workings 
and refuse dumps of prehistoric man, 
afford ample evidence that this is an 
extremely old industry. Its most 
flourishing period was before iron became 
generaly used for weapons and _ tools. 
Iven after that flints were used for tinder 
lighters, and then, in 1686, when flint- 
locks were first introduced into the British 
Army, the trade became sn important 
one. The decline in the industry came in 
1835, when percussion caps came into 
general use, and it has been on the wane 
ever since. Flints are still used in damp 
countries, and they are exported chiefly 
to Central Africa, where flint-lock guns 
are still employed. 


UNBROKEN TRADITION. 


Although flint-knapping was carried on 
in different parts of England, and even 
in France, till comparatively recently, 
it is only at Brandon that it has, so far 
as it can be proved, gone on through the 
ages without a break. A great link with 
the early ages is the one-sided pick, 
exactly like the deer’s antlers used by the 
cave men for the same purpose. The early 
flaking tool was a smooth, oval, quartz 
pebble, which later had two notches made 
in it on either side to give a better grip. 
Siill later a hole was bored through it 
and a handle was inserted. The hammer 
used now is a copy of a French tool. 

Fascinating as this work must be, and 
interesting in its link with the past ages. 
yet its passing is certainly not to be 
yogrettel. It is too unhealthy to be 
considered a humane trade. Moreover, 
there is something pathetic about the 
lonely man delving in the earth, or

Lord Clanmorris and the Boat Race.

THE REV. EDWARD DE COURCY. 


We regret to announce the death of the 
Rev. Edward de Courcy, who was “father ' 
ot the Conference of the Methodist Church ia 
Ireland, at his residence, Spencer Villas, 
Glenageary, Co. Dublin, yesterday. Mr. 
de Courey was born in Waterford on August 
10th, 1843, and was therefore in his 86th 
year. Accepted as a candidate for the 
ministry of the Methodist Church in Ireland 
in 1866 he received his ministerial training at 
Richmond College, London, having as one of 
his tellow-students the late Rev. Hugh Price 
Hughes, M.A. The greater part of Mr. de 
Courcy’s forty-one years of active ministry 
was spent in Northern Ireland. and on his 
retirement from full work in 1909 to take up 
pastoral charge of the church at Lucan, the 
Conference by special resolution expressed its 
high appreciation of Mr. de  Courcy’s 
character and efficient services and of the 
happy relationship which ever existed between 
him and his brother ministers. as well as 
between him and the people of his various 
churches. His wife, who was a member of 
the well-known Beatty family, of Ballynure, 
Co. Antrim, died suddenly eighteen months 
ago.

Emile Zola’s *‘ Therese Raquin 
ing a good deal of attention just now.
